DIAMOND BAR — One woman was killed and 
seven members of a Norwalk family were injured in 
a head-on collision Thursday night on Brea Canyon 
Road near Silver Bullet Drive. 


Bernetia Maria Shook, 24, of 1298 Tamarak St., 
Brea, driver of one car, was pronounced dead on 
arrival at St. Jude’s Hospital in Fullerton. 


The Injured are Jose Luis Alvarez, 31, of 14511 
Marilla St., Norwalk, driver of the second car, his 
wife, Marianna, 31, and their children, Annette, 4, 
Albert, 9, Elizabeth, 8, Carlos, 6, and Jose, 18 
months. 
Only Jose and Carlos wore admitted to the St. 
Jude Hospital. Jose suffered a head injury and Car­ 
los, a fractured arm and head injuries. Their con­ 
ditions today are termed satisfactory. 
Mrs. Shook was driving south on Brea Canyon 
Road and Alvarez was going north when the two 
cars collided, highway patrolmen. 
Mrs. Shook ran off the road onto the southbound 
dirt shoulder, over corrected and turned back to the 
left. Her car came back onto the pavement and 
crossed into the northbound lanes where it hit the 
northbound car head-on, officers added. 
Mrs. Shook was ejected from her car by the im­ 
pact and landed on the pavement. 
Officers said Alvarez was driving about 35 miles 
an hour and Mrs. Shook was going about 45 miles 
an hour when the cars collided. 
The death marks the first traffic fatality this year 
in the unincorporated area patrolled by the California 
Highway Patrol office in Claremont. 


Unemployed 


Rate Takes 


Slight Drop 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The nation’s unemploy­ 
ment rate dropped slightly in January from Decem­ 
ber but in both months hit heights not reached since 
the 1960-61 recession, the Labor Department report­ 
ed today. 
The January rate, the department said, was 6 per 
cent of the civilian labor force. The rate was the 
same as given out for December, but a statistical 
revision disclosed that joblessness in that month ac­ 
tually hit 6.2 per cent despite the return to work of 
workers displaced by the General Motors strike. 
Today’s report showed 5.4 million unemployed in 
January, a rise of about 780,000 from December. 
But, because unemployment always increases sig­ 
nificantly in January, the seasonal adjustment of 
the numbers brings the rate down by the equivalent 
of 110,000 workers from the December level. 
The rate showed disappointing sluggishness in the 
economic recovery, however, and failed to allay 
fears that unemployment would move higher before 
President Nixon’s prediction comes true—that in 
1971 it “ will finally come under control and begin to 
recede.” 
Total employment rose 400,000 in January, after 
seasonal adjustment, and stood at a figure of 77,- 
238,000, about 75,000 less than a year ago.

The problem, discovered four 
hours before astronauts Alan B 
Shepard Jr. and Edgar D. Mit­ 
chell were to fire the engine on 
their lunar lander Antares to 
begin descent to the lunar sur­ 
face, caused a flurry of activity 
at several points around the 
country seeking a solution. 
In effect, the solution experts 
on the ground hit upon was to 
tell the computer not to listen 
to itself.

The problem never threatened 
the astronauts as long as they 
remained in lunar orbit.

(AP) — Two Americans who al­ 
most had their landing canceled 
by a computer problem walked 
the dusty surface of the moon 
today, ghostly figures seeking 
the secrets of an alien land. 


Alan B. Shepard Jr., realizing 
a decade-old personal dream at 
age 47 became the fifth human 
to plant his footprint in the lu­ 
nar soil, stepping from his lu­ 
nar lander at 6:54 a.m. PST. 
Edgar D. Mitchell followed 
him down the ladder 10 minutes 
later. 
“ It’s been a long way, but 
we’re here,” were 
Shepard’s 
first words as his booted left 
foot tested the lunar soil. He 
described it as very soft. 


“ This is a very rough place,” 
Shepard remarked as he gazed 
at the surrounding landscape of 
high ridges, craters and boul­ 
ders as large as 20 feet across. 
Their initial steps, nearly an 
hour late because of a commu­ 
nications problem that delayed 
their exit from 
the capsule, 
were relayed to earth by a 
black and white television ca­ 
mera. 
After Shepard and Mitchell 
tested their ability to move 
about with ante'ope-like strides, 
they took out a television ca­ 
mera to give viewers 238,275 
miles away their first sustained 
color view of the lunar surface. 
A color TV camerac^n Apollo 
12-conked out after o’nly a few 
minutes when its lens was bur­ 
ned by the sun. 
The third man in the expedi­ 
tion, Stuart A. Roosa, orbited 
some 70 miles overhead in the 
command 
ship 
Kitty 
Hawk, 
awaiting the return of his com­ 
panions on Saturday. 
Shepard 
climbed down 
the 
nine-rung ladder io the surface 
after he guided the lunar ferry 
Antares to a landing only 60 


high with jagged peaks 
and 
canyons. A mountain 5,400 feet 
tall was discovered about 17 
miles east-northeast of Tan Is­ 
land, 975 miles below the Equa­ 
tor. Its peak lies 10,000 feet be­ 
low the ocean’s surface. 
C h i e f Quartermaster Ray­ 
mond R. Stahl of Eustis, Fla., 
said the information is benefi­ 
cial because the Navy seldom

nar atmosphere. 
They walked with the know­ 
ledge "that the dust they dis­ 
turbed may have been 
laid 
down when the moon was born 
4.6 billion years ago. Scientists 
believe that the rocks of Fra 
Mauro hold secrets of the con­ 
vulsive beginning not only of 
the moon, but also of our earth 
and solar system. 
“ It certainly is a stark place 
here at Fra Mauro,” Shepard 
said during the walk. “ I think 
it’s made all the more stark by 
the fact that the sky' is com­ 
pletely dark.” 
The excursion today was de­ 
voted mainly to setting up the 
science station. Saturday, dur­ 
ing another four to five hour 
exploration, they are to take a 
geology field trip to the rim of 
a crater named Cone. 
This crater is perched atop a 
4C0-foot-high slope about three- 
quarters of a mile from An­ 
tares. Here the astronauts hope 
to find the oldest rocks. 
Mitchell took a look at the 
Cone slope and reported, “ We 
shouldn’t have any trouble get­ 
ting up there tomorrow. There 
are certainly a lot of boulders 
on the siae. I’d say some are at 
least 20 feet in diameter.” 
“ It’s an impressive sight, but 
we can make it to the rim,” 
Mitchell added. 
In a world where tempera­ 
tures vary some 500 degrees, 
from 243 degrees above zero in 
sunlight to 279 degrees below in 
shadow, the adventurers were 
kept comfortable by their space- 
suits. 
They moved about easily in 
the one-sixth gravity field. 
When the astronauts unfurled 
the American flag, it stood out 
in the airless, windless atmos­ 
phere of the inonn, held taut by 
a wire rod along the top. It 
joined the flags left at other lo­ 
cations by the Apollo 11 and 12 
crews in 1969. 
“ The soil is very fine, very 
grain-like here,” Shepard said. 
“ It’s easy to move up here,” 
Mitchell reported. “ Just a little 
push and you spring right up. 
It’s great.” 


Then he heard of Dr. William 
House in Los Angeles, an ear 
surgeon who had a sometimes- 
successful operation 
for 
Me­ 
niere’s syndrome. Under an as­ 
sumed name and with his own 
funds, Shepard had an oper­ 
ation. It worked. 
T h e n quietly, 
slowly, 
he 
caught up on lost time, showing 
up at the gym for exercise and 
retraining for space flight. He 
qualified for the flight program 
and Apollo 13 was to be his 
flight. 
But his training 
still 
wasn’t quite up to snuff so 
James Lovell’s crew was put 
ahead—into the Apollo 13 mis­ 
sion that had to abort its moon 
landing after an oxygen tank 
blew up.

After y o u p ro v ided y o u r insu rance claim nu m ber 
and o ther p ertinent info rmatio n req u ested, Actio n 
Line co ntacted the Au to Clu b adju ster co ncerning 
y o u r claim. As y o u had to ld Actio n Line, he co n­ 
tended that a determinatio n o n to tal benefits to be 
p aid and p ay ment o f these benefits to y o u and the 
ho sp ital was p ending receip t o f a bill fro m the ho s­ 
p ital’s insu rance billing dep artm ent. 


He stated that his o ffice had made nu m ero u s 
req u ests to the ho sp ital inv o lv ed, by mail and tele­ 
p ho ne, fo r y o u r ho sp italizatio n charges witho u t su c­ 
cess. He su ggested that Actio n Line co ntact the ho s­ 
p ital. 
On co ntacting the ho sp ital, we were to ld by the 
ho sp ital adm inistrato r that o n Oct. 29 , 19 6 9 , the ho s­ 
p ital insu rance dep artm ent sent insu rance ag ree­ 
m ent fo rms to y o u r insu rance carrier. 
No t u ntil May 19 , 19 70, were claim fo rms retu rned 
to the ho sp ital by the insu rance co mp any , he em ­ 
p hasized. 
On Oct. 7, 19 70, the ho sp ital receiv ed third-p arty 
liability fo rms fro m the Au to Clu b. As far as ho sp i­ 
tal reco rds indicated, there was no third-p arty lia­ 
bility inv o lv ed and the insu rance co mp any w as so 
info rmed, the adm inistrao r rep o rted.

EDITORIALS 
inner Slresses 
Agitate Clergy 


Many clergy men are feeling a different kind o f 
“ call” these day s: Serio us perso nal stress is causing 
o ne Catho lic priest in fo ur and o ne Pro testant min­ 
ister in eight to co nsider resignatio n. 
This is a majo r co nclusio n o f a study co nducted 
amo ng so me 5 ,000 ministers o i 21 Pro testant deno ­ 
minatio ns and 1,5 00 Catho lic priests by Dr. Jo hn P. 
Ko v al, a Univ ersity o f No tre Dame so cio lo gist. 
Fo r priests, particularly y o unger o nes, the majo r 
area o f stress has to do with the desire to marry . 
This is fo llo wed by the stress o f co nflict o n the jo b 
with superio rs and co ncern with the po ssible ineffec­ 
tiv eness o f wo rking wihin the church structure. 
There is also a perv asiv e generatio n gap within 
1he Catho lic clergy . “ The difference between y o ung 
and o ld are so dramatic and co nsistent,” say s Ko v ­ 
al, ‘‘as to suggest two po larized gro ups bo th so me­ 
ho w liv ing within the same o rganizatio nal co ntex t.” 
Fo r instance, mo re than twice as many priests 
between 3 0 to 3 4 co mplained abo ut “ a lack o f lead­ 
ership fro m tho se in autho rity ” and ex pressed dis­ 
appo intment abo ut the church’s stand o n issues such 
as birth co ntro l and race es did priests between 5 0 
and 5 4. While mo re than half o f tho se in their early 
3 0s feel the pace o f change since Vatican II is to o 
slo w, o nly 14 per cent o f tho se in their early 5 0s 
share this feeling. 
In the matter o f celibacy , 45 per cent o f priests 
under 3 0 repo rted sharp feelings o f lo neliness and 
chafing against church restrictio ns o n marriage. 
The percentage trails o ff as age gro ups gel higher, 
ending in a lo w o f 4 per cent fo r priests o v er 6 5 . 
Only 1 per cent o f Pro testant ministers repo rted 
serio us stress in this area, specify ing the pro blem 
as marital co nflict o r separatio n. 
Fo r Pro testants, the majo r issues are jo b-related. 
One in fiv e is bo thered by mo ney pro blems and 5 8 
per cent believ e their salaries are to o lo w co mpared 
with o ther pro fessio nal gro ups. 
Pro testant clergy , to o , hav e so mething o f a gener­ 
atio n gap. Co ncern o v er the fultility o r ineffectiv e­ 
ness o f church wo rk disturbs 27 per cent o f the 
y o unger ministers, but o nly 3 per cent, o f the o lder men. 
Significantly , all the clergy men shared o ne thing 
in co mmo n. 
Whether Pro testant o r Catho lic, y o ung 
o r o ld, they repo rted no serio us stress o v er their 
co nv ictio ns abo ut their faith o r o v er a desire fo r 
ano ther career. 


What Polarization? 


We’v e heard a lo t lately abo ut the po litical and 
so cio -eco no mic po larizatio n o f the po pulatio n, but 
perhaps it isn’t as bad as it so unds. 
As the San Francisco Chro nicle put it in co mment­ 
ing o n a recent repo rt by the co py righted Califo rnia 
Po ll: 
It’s beco me a cliche o f wo rry ing pundits and so ­ 
cio lo gical head-shakers to say that America is hell­ 
bent to ward such a po larizatio n — which Webster 
defines as the div isio n o f gro ups into two o ppo sites 
— but the strange, and perhaps co mfo rting fact is 
that y o u can’t lind ev idence o f it in Mr. (Merv in D.) 
Field’s po ll results.” 
Tho se findings indicate that Califo rnia’s adult po ­ 
pulatio n breaks do wn ideo lo gically this way : 26 per­ 
cent middle o f the ro ad, 24 percent liberal, 40 per­ 
cent co nserv ativ e, and 10 percent “ do n’t kno w.’ 
That this is no t just a current pheno meno n is indi­ 
cated by the fact that in 19 6 2 the breakdo wn was: 23 
percent middle o f the ro ad, 27 percent liberal, 41 
percent co nserv ativ e and 9 percent “ do n't kno w.” 
Ov er the near-decade the percentages v aried sur­ 
prisingly little. 
As the Chro nicle co mmented, the fact that the 
Califo rnia middle o f the ro ad gro up is actually stro ng­ 
er no w, in the Nix o n era, than it was in the Ken­ 
nedy era “ is just the o ppo site o f what ‘po larizatio n 
theo ry ’ wo uld lead o ne to suspect.” 


People Do Move 


The railro ads and the airlines may be hav ing 
their tro ubles finding passengers, but the auto mo bile 
certainly isn’t. 
Acco rding to the U.S. Department o f Trans­ 
po rtatio n mo to r v ehicle trav el in the United States 
in 19 70 is estimated at 1,125 billio n (no t millio n) 
v ehicle miles. That’s an increase o f 5 percent o v er 
the 1,071 billio n fo r 19 6 9 . 
It has been a pretty steady increase, to o . Based 
o n the 19 70 estimate mo to r trav el in the natio n in­ 
creased mo re than 5 6 percent in the decade since 
19 6 0. 
Yes, the peo ple are mo v ing abo ut, despite air and 
rail declines. No repo rt has been fo rthco ming o n 
ho w ho rseback miles are ho lding up. 


Cupid's Day 


Valentine’s Day , in this rather strange era o f 
o urs, ho lds a so mewhat ano malo us po sitio n. 
To the so phisticated it has beco me square. 
To the elder citizens it pro bably retains its sweet, 
no stalgic flav o r ev en tho ugh it may no t be o bserv ed 
as intensely as it was y ears ago . 
To the card publishers and the flo rists it still is a 
staple item.

Be all that as it may , we need the rather simple, 
lo v ing sentiment that Valentine’s Day alway s has 
sto o d fo r.

In this category are mites,

Winter dorm ant spray ing is 
recommended on roses, rose of

Roses shou ld be spray ed at the 
time of pru ning (m id Janu ary 
t h r o u g h 
Febru ary ),

time between now and spring. 


With peaches, an early spray 
shou Ld be applied. In late win­

Mummy Art of 
Egyptians Lost 


CAIRO, Egypt (AP) - The 
Ancient Egyptians lost their 
u n i q u e mummification tech­ 
niques in the span of their long 
history. 
This is the conclusion of a 
group of American and Egyp-! 
tian scholars from their X-ray 
research on scores of Pharaon­ 
ic mummies in Cairo’s National! 
Museum. 
“ We have found that mum­ 
mies of the old kingdom are far 
better preserved than those of 
the later periods,” says Dr. 
James Harris, 
head of 
the 
American component and chair­ 
man of the University of Mich-1 
igan School of Dentistry. 
Harris explains: “ the mum­ 
mies of the later kingdom — 
the middle and the new — are 
differently mummified and em­ 
balmed, and the methods are1 
not as successful. Somewhere 
these ancients must have lost | 
the chain of their process.” 
Dr. Zaki Iskandar, an Egyp-; 
tian expert on the team who 
has done much research on 
mummies 
and 
mumification, 
agrees that “ the methods vari­ 
ed according to the periods and 
the latter techniques seem less 
effective.”
